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FIRE  WEATHER 
AND 

SEASONAL  SEVERITY 

Calendar  year  1983  weather  patterns  and 
wildfire  statistics  closely  paralleled 
calendar  year  1982  wildfire  statistics. 
Regions  in  the  Northwestern  third  of  the 
nation  experienced  their  fourth  straight 
wildfire  season  accompanied  by  frequent 
rain  showers,  cool  weather  and  below 
normal  wildfire  activity.  Unlike  1982, 
however,  severe  flooding  occurred  in 
Utah  resulting  in  dam  failures  and  road 
washouts  that  isolated  many  areas  within 
the  National  Forests.  The  Intermountain 
Region  (Region  4)  contracted  for  three 
additional  medium  size  helicopters  to 
provide  better  firefighter  mobility  to 
isolated  areas . 

The  1983  Wildfire  Season  will  be  re¬ 
membered  as  the  year  of  "El  Nino".  This 
is  a  natural  phenomenon  that  occurs 
periodically.  When  it  does  occur, 
abnormally  warm  sea  surface  temperatures 
develop  off  the  west  coast  of  South 
America.  In  1983  the  warm  surface 
temperatures  were  found  over  a  much 
greater  area  than  usual.  Interactions 
between  the  ocean  and  atmosphere  caused 
severe  weather  events  which  became 
nearly  worldwide  in  scope.  On  the  west 
coast  of  North  America,  "El  Nino" 
triggered  a  shift  of  the  jet  stream  to  a 
more  southern  latitude.  This  resulted 
in  a  corresponding  southward  shift  of 
the  storm  track.  An  extended  period  of 
heavier  than  normal  precipitation 
occurred  along  the  West  Coast.  The 
heaviest  rains  hit  central  and  southern 
California,  although  all  of  the  western 
states  were  affected  to  some  extent. 

The  eastern  half  of  the  United  States 
experienced  a  severe  summer  drought, 
resulting  in  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  wildfires  occurring  during  the 
normally  moist  summer  months.  However, 
even  with  this  increase  in  wildfire 
activity  in  the  east,  wildfire  oc¬ 
currence  fell  well  below  normal.  The 
numbers  of  wildfires  and  acres  burned  in 
each  Region  during  1983  fell  well  below 
each  Regions  five  year  average  for  the 
second  consecutive  year.

There  were  45  class  E  and  larger  wildfires  in  1983.  The  class  F  wildfires, 
listed  below,  account  for  47  percent  of  the  total  area  burned  over  by 
wildfire.  No  class  G  wildfires  occurred  within  the  National  Forest 
Protection  area  in  1983.
